■  The  Committee  o!  your  Town,  in  closing  the  labors  of  the  present 
?:=<;hool  year,  would  report  tc^  you^  that,  in  their  jodgment,  marked  pre 
gress  has  been  made  in  some  oi  the  Schools,  wliiie  in  others  there  seems 
to  be  a  complaint  as  to  the  efficiency  and  advancement  of  the  attending 
J)upils. 

Tills  may  be  the  fault  of  the  teacher^  peihaps>  iti  hot  thoroughly 
awakening  the  children  and  in  securing  their  interest  iii  wdiat  they  do 
not  understand-.  Therefore  the  importance  there  is  that  all  teachers 
should  so  thoroughly  master  every  subject,  ttiat  tli3y  can  impart  llunv 
knowledge  in  language  so  clear  and  intt-Uigent,  that  every  scholar  also 
may  compreliend  the  subject  of  the  thoughts  Every  teacher  should  so 
thorottghty  understand  all  the  'elementary  branches  commonly  taught  iii. 
our  common  schools,  that  they  ean  impart  it  to  even  the  smallest  pupil 
without  any  ambiguity  or  departure  fi'om  the  simplest  form  of  thoughts 
in  every  case  where  information  is  based  upon  the  laws  of  thought  and 
»-ea«0H,  — though  learning  to  some  is  a  task  instead  of  a  privilege, —  it 
tuust  of  necessity  become  a  pleasure,  interesting  to  the  scholar,  Khd  lead 
biui  forward  iii  the  path  of  knowledge  and  secure  the  zeal  of  the  pupil 


IS 

In  the  work  with  that  purpose  of  mind,  that  itien  piirsue  the  acqiii^^itiOfl 
of  those  riches  -vvhich  are  accounted  by  some  as  the  summit  of  all 
earthly  good. 

Or,  perhaps,  this  fault  lies  with  the  scliolar,  through  that  irregulai' 
attendance  iipoh  the  .schools,  which  tiiaf  be  as  much  the  fault  of  parents 
themselves  as  any  one.  This  not  only  injures  the  absentees,  but  inflicts' 
an  irreparable  injury  upon  the'  class  and  the  school  to  which  they  be- 
long. There  is  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  scholars  in  our  schools  who 
lose  their  recitations  at  times,  and  fhuS  do  an  infinite  amount  of  dara- 
d,<^e  to  themselves  and  to  the  prosperity  of  their  school.  Not  but  that 
every  pareint  lias  a  fir/ht  to  control  his  oWn  children,  but  this  right  must 
be  subject  to  the  good  of  the  public  and  society.  Every  child  has  a 
right  also,  find  this  iSj  that  he  shall  hate  such  a  course  of  education  a& 
shall  fit  hiin  fot-  usefulness  in  an  enlightened  community;  and  the  right 
of  the  parent  is  never  advanced  more  than  when  it  brings  the  child  to 
enjoy  those  privileges  and  means  of  improvement  which  the  towns  of 
this  State  so  liberally  furnish. 

Society  also  demands  that  these  rights  of  the  children  should-  KOt  be 
encroached  upon,  so  that  in  future  they  may  not  go  out  into  the  battle 
of  life  to  become  inmates  of  our  jails  and  almshouses,  bitt  that  rather 
they  may  take  the  position  which  this  inalienable  right  gives  them,  —  that 
of  fitting  themselves  now  for  the  great  future;  for  upon  their  shoulders 
in  coming  time  are  the  burdens  of  political  and  social  responsibilities  to 
rest.  Therefore  would  we  urge  upon  all  parents  that  the  only  JawfiO 
cause  which  can  morally  excuse  them  from  sending  tlieir  children  to  our 
schools  regularly,  is  sickness  or  its  attendant  causes.  And  there  is  one 
other  point  that  should  be  mentioned  here:  that  is,  that  so  many  chil- 
dren in  this  town,  who  perhaps  have  attended  school  for  a  season  —  aild 
some  who  are  never  seen  there  —  if  inquired  for,  we  receive  th6  reply, 
"gone  to  work."  As  long  as  scholars  between  the  ages  of  live  and 
fifteen   are   allowed   by  their    parents   to    absent   themselves   from   ouf 


.Isdibols  tii>'ohg!i  ahy^  feaiise  of  seif-intei'^st  or  otheiiwlse,  tboiigli  tlify  .tilftf 
•\)^  bf  tiie  best,  yet  will  they  heVpr  hd  l-aised  to  tilo  propGf  degi'ed  of  otil- 
lure  and  ad  van  cement.  It  is  only  by  the  united  efforts  of  prti'ents  aiul 
scbolars  with  the  teachers  that  this  happy  result  dan  be  l)rottght  about; 
hnd  our.sdiobls  raised  to  the  standard  that  so  much  outlay  for  building!^ 
and  their  yearly  slipport  would  warrant.  When  eVery  parent,  yes,  every 
person^  can  be  made  to  realise  that  they  have  a  duty  to  db,  as  well  asl 
the  teacher  or  committee,  then  will  we  have  a  different  result  at  thd 
close  of  our  school  terms,  It  is  not  enough  that  you  say  you  have  a 
teacher  or  committee  who  is  fit  and  competent,  and  let  them  attend  t'd 
the  schools,  but  show  your  oion  interest  in  the  Work  l)y  frequently  visit^ 
ing  your  school,  and  by  woi'ds  of  encotiragement  or  couiisei  strengtheii 
Ihe  efforts  of  the  teacher.  Also,  encourage  the  pupils  by  words  of  ajj^ 
probation  when  they  do  well,  and  we  assure  you,  you  will  reap  the 
reward  of  a  rich  harvest  in  the  mental  training  your  children  will 
acquire,  and  thus  the  progress  of  your  school  be  advanced  beyond  com: 
^arison. 

We  would  desire  to  sec  some  of  the  newer  methods  of  teaching  put  iti 
■practice.  The  old  method  of  hearing  and  reciting  lessons  is  one  of  th^ 
things  of  the  past,  or  yhould  bd.  It  is  nothing  more  than  a  tiresotii^ 
1-outine  that  really  gives  no  practical  teaching.  Genuine  teaching  is  tiiaf 
influence  which  mind  has  upon  miiid  in  great  part,  and  that  teacher  who 
-only  reads  off  a  certain  list  of  questions  from  the  book,  and  the  pupili* 
vwith  apparent  listlessness  repeat  the  answers,  is  doing  barely  nothing  in 
the  great  work  of  training  the  minds  of  the  children.  Teaching  should 
;be  suggestive;  it  should  not, only  wake  up  the  mind  of  the  scholar  to  a 
pferceptioh  of  the  facts  which  may  be  obtained  from  thd  book,  but 
^Bhijiild  also  set  him  thinking,  and  teach  binl  from  experience  that  many 
Important  things  can  he  learned  from  the  use  of  bis  powers  of  observa- 
tipDi  as  well  as  from- the  books  alone  5  thus  Will  the  mind  of  the  scholat 
tbe- eSpttnded  in  the  right  direction  by  causing  him  to  think  for.  himselfj 
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'fnatc^ad  of  iiAviilg  a  teacher  to  do  all  the  thinking  for  liiin,  and  Uivi* 
liLm  nothing  but  the  dry  husk;  When  this  great  fault  of  our  coiniriori 
schools  Call  be  remedied,  then  we  may  ho^je  to  see  greater  prog'rcffs  thaii 
in  the  old  way. 

There  is  another  thiiig  that  should  be  attended  to  at  tJiis  annual  Tuwi.' 
.Meeting,  and  that  is  tliO  passing  of  such  a  code  of  By-Laws  in  regard  to' 
truancy,  that  this  evil  may  be  prevented.  And  if.  we  can  elect  a  Board 
■of  Truant  Officers  who  will  only  see  the  law  enforced  without  fear  or 
hope  of  reward,  the  battle  will  be  more  than  half  won  as  to  thf-  effi- 
ciency of  our  schools:  for  it  is  useless  to  try  to  have  good  and  efficient- 
schools  as  long  as  this  practice  is  allowed  to  go  without  restraint;  it 
neutralizes  the  efforts  and  toil  of  the  teacher  and  renders  his  work  of  no 
effect.  Statistics  show  that  from  85  to  00  per  cent,  of  the  criminal's 
in  New  England  are  those  who  have  never  learned  to  read.  If  this  is  so, 
how  imperative  it  becomes  that  the  great  number  of  children  between 
the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  in  this  town,  Who  now  are  n^ver  see'n  at 
ftchoolj  should  be  compelled  to  accept  of  the!  advantages  of  a  good 
education.    We  trust  this  will  receive  the  attention  it  demands.- 

The  schools  at  Turners  Falls  have  been  retarded  In  their  progress  dur- 
ing the  j^ear,  by  the  burning  of  the  school  buildhig  just  after  its  com- 
pletion and  occupation,  thus  compelling  them  to  occupy  rooms  tem- 
porarily, where  there  have  been  no  conveniences  for  their  advancement, 
and  putting  the  Town  to  a  great  deal  of  expense  beside  that  of  rebuild- 
ing. This  has  been  unavoidable,  but  your  Committee  hope  the  future 
will  remedy  this,  and  the  schools  there  show  as  much  progress  as  iit- 
some  other  parts  of  the  toWh,- 

Wo  would  not  have  space  or  time  to  speak  of  each  school  and  teacher 
separatelys  but  would  heartily  recommend  Misses  Ella  M,  Marsh,  Julia 
A^.  Clapp,  Emma  .J.  Kendrick,  Julia  Hammond,  Millie  D.  Arnold,  Bella  S.- 
Benjamin,  fo?  the  zeal  shown  in  their  work.  The  High  School^  under' 
ehafgd  of  Mf.  H,  A.  Bailey,  has  been  a  success  this  yea?  as  in  the  jast^ 
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and  we  consider  him  thoroughly  devoted  to  his  -work  and  a  faithful 
teacher.  The  relation  of  Mr.  Sawyer  to  the  Committee  will  not  prevent  his 
fellows  thanking  him  for  his  untiring  efforts  to  make  the  Grammar  School 
at  Turners  Falls  a  success,  —  a  giant  task,  when  we  consider  the 
materials  at  his  disposal.  Finally,  ice  ask  and  urge  upon  the  citizens  of 
this  town,  if  they  wish  for  good  schools,  to  visit  them  ;  not  only  at 
the  last  examination,  but  many  times  during  the  progress  of  the 
term.  Let  there  be  a  dozen  visits  in  each  term,  and  both  teachers 
and  pupils,  and  the  Committee  also,  will  be  encouraged  and  urged 
on  to  make  extra  effort  toward  improvement.  We  again  repeat,  that 
unless  the  people  themselves  show  that  they  have  some  interest  in 
their  schools,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the  children  will  exert 
themselves  to  become  good  scholars,  and  the  greatest  success  achieved,
